SHORTAGE OF 
TEACHERS AT END 


Will Be Plenty Of Trained In* 
structors In 1923, Edu­ 
cators Say. 


That there will be no recurrence of 
the shortage of qualified teachers in 
this county and others in the State, 
as was experienced in 1920 and to a 
lesser extent in 1921, is the opinion of 
Pennsylvania educators, who predict 
in 1923 there will be enough trained 
teachers to meet the new State stan­ 
dards . 


According to the State Department 
of Public Instruction, 5,500 teachers 
are enrolled in the teaching courses 
of the normal schools, an increase of 
2,000.

statement of tho depart­ 
ment says: 
In 
view 
of the 
fact that 
only 
graduates of four-year high schools 
or students with an equivalent train­ 
ing have been admitted to Pennsyl­ 
vania 
norma! schools 
the past two 
years, 
while in 1919 
many students 
were enrolled for academic work and 
special courses, this 
increase in a t­ 
tendance is very remarkable. 
A further evidence of how interest 
in higher education has been stimulat­ 
ed during the past few years is found 
in the enrollment at the 47 
colleges 
and universities in the State 
which 
carry educational courses. 
The total 
number of students now registered at 
these institutions is 58,500, an increase 
of 7500 
over the figures for 1919. 
Of the total number enrolled 12,000 
are registered in educational courses 
and of 
these 
2700 are in 
the two 
Philadelphia 
universities. 
Equally 
large numbers are reported from the 
central 
and 
western 
Pennsylvania 
institutions.
